Seek to Save Cracow. 

It is reported that the inhabitants of 
Cracow and the church authorities have 
prevatied on the Austrian staff to remove 
macaine guns and wireless installation | 
from the roof of the ancient < athedral.

The military commentator of the Novoe 
Vremya draws attention to what he calls 
a tactical error on the part of the Aus- 
trians in withdrawing such a large por- 
tion of the army defeated in Galicia across 
the Carpathian mountains into Hungary, 
the Russians meanwhile confining them- 
selves to holding the passes into che Hun- 
garian plain, 

Thus the Austrians have comparatively 
few troops to withstand the large Rus- 
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compelled to assume responsibility 
an extended section of the front. 


German Coast Drive Fails. 

With the fall of Antwerp the Germans 
made every effort to push forward 9 be- 
sieging force toward the west and 
brought up @ new army corpe which had 
been hastily raiseé and trained, their ob- 
ject being to drive the allies out of Bel- 
gium and break through to Dunkirk and 
Calais. Altogether they had a quarter 
of a million fresh men. 

Hventually the Germane had north of 
La Basse about fourteen corps and eight 
cavalry divisions; that is, “a force of 
three-quarters of a million of men with 
which to attempt to drive the allies into 
the sea. In addition, there was immense- 
ly powerful armament and heavy siege 
artillery which also had been brought up 
from around Antwerp.” 


Describes Heavy German Blows. 

The official eye witness tells of the 
blows delivered by the Germans at Nieu- 
port, Dixmude, and Ypres, where “ at 
first the allies were greatly outnum- 
bered.” For a whole month the British 
army around Ypres succeeded in holding 
its ground against repeated onslaughts 
made by vastly superior forces.

Manager Joe Tinker of the Chifeds land- 
ed the biggest fish yet drawn out of or- 
ganized baseball in a Federal league net 
when he signed Walter vohnson, former 
deading pitcher of the American league, 
fo a two year contract yesterday at the 
home of the tall blonde pitcher in Coffey- 
pille, Kas. 

Announcement of the successful com- 
pletion of the deal was made by Presi- 
dent Weeghman of the Tinx after a cou- 
ple of long distance telephone talks with 
tis manager. Coupled with the news 
which set north side fandom buzzing with 
excitement was the announcement that 
Johnson was signed to pitch for the Tinx 
and not for any other team in the league. 
The terms of the contract were with- 


held. 


Salary of Star Not Announced. 

When questioned regarding the-salary 
President Weeghman declined to discuss 
it. The presumption is, however, that 
the Federal league has contracted to pay 
Johnson not less than $15,000 a year, and 
it may be that the figures are nearer 
$20,000. Weeghman was asked if he had 
given any cash bonus for Johnson's sig- 
pBature and said he had not. Recently 
when asked if Manager Tinker was going 
to Coffeyville after Johnson, he sald Joe 
Was going to Buffalo, which is not on the 
Way to Kansas by any route on the map. 
That may be true of the bonus. 

Johnson was offered a contract last 
Beason by the Washington club calling 
for $48,000 for three years, a little mat- 
ter of $16,000 a season. This was shortly 
after the Wards were giving Johnson 
notor car rides in New York and the press 
was full of reports that the Federals were 
offering the tall speed merchant $75,000 
for a three year contract. Nothing came 
of that talk except the announcement 
by Johnson that he was on the auction 
block and would sign with the club mak- 
Ing the highest bid. He refused the 
Washington contract. : 


St. Louis Feds Withdraw. 

After the close of the season Manager 
Jones of the St. Louis Federale went after 
Johnson. Following a parley between 
Jones and the pitcher the report was cir- 
culated that Jones said Johnson’s salary 
demands were out of reason. This Jones 
later denied with the assertion that any 
ball player was worth ali the salary he 
could get. When the St. Louis club 
Stopped negotiating with Johnson the 
Washington club is sa'd to have -with-

gooi for an ageree: 2 of $48,00° and to 
have put the great p&cher quietly on the 
Market. 

This angered Johnson, and he is said to 
have declared he would not then sign an- 
other Washington contract at.any figure. 
At this juncture, while negotiations were 
on to dispose of Johnson to some other 
American league club owner, President 
Weeghman got wind of the situation and 
sent his manager to see the Kan“as cy- 
tione. 


Was Slated for Yankees. 

But for Tinker’s success it is believed 
the New York American league club 
Wou'd have obtained Johnson from the Sena- 
tors by trade in the bellef he would have 
Proved a better drawing card in Gotham than 
in Washington. The reason assigned for the 
Proposed trade and the withdrawal of the 
Washington club’s contract was that the Wash- 
ington rooters, who had crowned Johnson king 
Of picchers with gifts which included a lovir’g 
cup of Uncle Sam's money and an automobile, 
resented his alleged announcement that he 
Was open to the highest bid. It was believed 
that any one of several clubs in the American 
league could have afforded to give enough 
Players in exchange for Johnson to have offset 
bis lose on the slab. 

Johnson is a comparatively young player, 
considereing the length of his major league 
Service, He was picked up out of the tal! 
Umber of Idaho white Joe Cantillon was 
managing the Senators, and at once became 
Prominent on account of his speed.

Boxing Legalized e 
in New Orleans. 


EW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 3.—[Spe- | 
clal.}—Boxing bouts have been le- 
galized practically always in 
Louisiana and in New Orleans. 
Until recently ten rounds formed 

the legal limit, although twenty round 
bouts were staged frequently at the west 
side arena, just across the river from 
the city, but in another parish. A re- 
cent law legalizes twenty round bouts. 
The new law permits decisions and re- 
moves other minor restrictions. 

All bouts are under strict police super- 
vision. A police sergeant or corporal 
is stationed at the ringside. He exani- 
ine@ the fighters, their gloves, etc., and 
is empowered to stop the fight if he con- 
siders it too brutal or one sided. 

An average first class fight at the 
west side will draw 4,500 persons, or 
approximately $10,000 in cash. 

In their recent fights here, both Joe 
Rivers and Joe Mandot were guaranteed 
+ $3,000 each. One thousand five hundred 
dollars is the average guarantee for a 
fighter of slightly less caliber. 

The sentiment.of the public, with few 
exceptions, is in favor of the sport. There 
have been few complaints and these 
usually have had te do with some minor 
incident such as permitting women to 
attend. Since it was made legal to give 
decisions, the fans seem to have shown 
a much greater appreciation of what 
they were getting and it has been pos- 
sible to stage more first class mills. 
There are two big arenas here and a 
number of smaller ones, where amateur 
or semi-professional bouts are staged,

New Revenue Stamps Must 
Show Real Value of.Prop- 
erty Transferred. 


CANNOT DODGE TAXES. 


Under the new revenue law it will be 
impossibie for the purchaser of a $100,000 
piece of preperty to conceal it under a $1 
consideration and make for his neighbor, 
the tax collector, or any prospective pur- 
chaser any price which he thinks will, 
work to his advantage. 

In other words, the law promises to ad- 
minister a knockgut blow to the custom, 


ing nominal considerations in transfers 
of real estate. 

‘It is understood that the purpose in the 
$1 consideration habit has been to evade 
taxation on the real value of the property, 
which would have been indicated had the 
actual consideration been placed in the 
déed, as well as to keep the genera! pub- 
lic in ignorance as to what actually was 
paid for the property. Thus the purchaser 
has been enabled to charge and procure 
frequently a much larger amognt in sales 
by him than he would have been able to 
had the real price been made public. 


Becomes Serious Evil. 

The custom has grown to such propor 
tions that it has come to be recognized as 
a serious evil both in ita relations to an 
equitable collection of taxes and in 
its effect on the real estate market. It is 


generally recognized that assessed valua-~- 
tions are less; considerably so in many

The 
present system of fining women puts the 
burden on them and drags them lower. 
They are fined over and over again. Their 
fines are paid by the keepers of disorderly 


|resorts, and they have to ‘ work" twice 
las hard and take many more chances in 
order to repay their fine. 

‘It takes time to rid a girl of the influ- 
‘ence of her immoral life. She must be 
placed in an institution Where she can 
be given custodial care, innocent amuse- 
ment, without the etmosphere of excite- 
ment.” 


Diseasé Adds to Peril. 

The judge backed up his indorsement 
with figures from the Morals court. 

“TT would just as ieave have a mad dog 
run loose,” he said. * a¢ a young Man or 
woman that is diseased, because of the 
social evil. We must havea place where 
the women may be sent for an indetermi- 
‘nate sentence until they recover and have 
been made over into useful members of 
society. We have found that from 5@ to 
90 per cent of the women in the Morals 
court are diseased. And most of them 
are weak minded. Those ought to be 
taken care of by the etate. 

‘Not only ought there to be a house 
of shelter, but every person who is 
brought into the Morals court ought to be 
farced to submit to a compulsory physical 
and mental examination.” 


Seek Aid of State. 

Mise Kate Adams of Coulter house said 
the municipel inetitution would bea prac- 
tical success. She announced the legis- 
lature is to be asked to establish a place 
for women of feeble mentality, morons, 
or psychopaths. The city should care for 
the othera, she said. 

Dr. Anna Dwyer, attached te the Morals 
court, added that a house of shelter would 
furnish a needed place for women who 
are penniless and homeless and might be
